The Mormon Legislature —The Mormon Legis 
lature met, as was announced, at Suit Lake City, 
on Dec. 14. The council organized bv choice 
of Heber C. Kimball as President, and the Hou-e 
of Representatives elected John Taylor Speaker. 
On the the 15th, Brigham Young sent in his mes 
sage On the "Jlst. the two legislative branches 
unanimously adopted and signed a series of reso 
lutious endorsing Young's menage, and pledg 
ing themselves to su.iaiu him in the rebellion. 
On the 2°d. they passed an act attaching Green 
river county, in which the U. S. troops ate eu- 
camried, to Great Salt Lake county. 

Brigham Young's Message— Extracts— -Has 
Utah ever violated the least principle of the 
Constitution, or so much as broken the most in 
significant constitutional enactment? No; nor 
have we the most distant occasion for so doing, 
but hive ever striven to peacefully enjoy and 
extend those rights granted to all by a merciful 
Crea-or. But so unobtrusive and wise a course 
does not seem to please those who live and w ish 
to live by office, and those who make and love 
lies; and since those characters are numerous, and 
also powerful through well disciplined orgaui a 
tion, and -ince Utah has yielded right after right 
for the sake of peace, until her policy has em 
bnldenedthe enemies of our Union.it must needs 
be that President Buchanan, if he has ordered 
an armv to Utah as reported — for he has official- 
ly notified me of such a movement by his order 
— has at length succumbed, either of choice or 
through being overcome, to the cruel and nefari 
ous counsels of those enemies, and is endeavor 
ing to carry out a usurpation of power which of

It is stated l>\ 
those who are opposed to know the fact, that for 
many years Jackson wrote to Dawson nearly 
every week, and frequently twice per week — 
This correspondence, if preserved, as it is said to 
he, would be of iucaculable historical value, for, 
perhaps, to no other man did Andrew Jackson 
more unreservedly open his bosom than to Mo- 
ses Dawson.

mg. At midnight the regimental bauds made a 
lour through the civilian settlement and ihe camp, 
serenading Col. Johuson, Col. Waile, Col. Alex 
under, Gov. Cuaiming. Judge Eckels, and all ihe 
.adies who accompany ihe army. The utmost goou 
irder prevailed, aud uot an arrest was made toi 
my breach eitker of civil or military deco 
rum. 

There was a verv welcome arrival a few days 
ago, of 1,'HMJ pounds of salt from Fort Laramie 
I he quantity dispatched from that post was .l.UUd 
pounds, but many ot the pack mules perished iu 
the snow at the Rocky Ridge, only lb out of 4>5 
reaching the camp. The remainder of the salt 
was cached on the ridge. 

All our wood has uow to be hauled nearly two 
miles to the tenis, and principally by hands. The 
iriuge of cotton wood trees along the Fork has 
beeu very much thiuued lor more than a mile 
North aud an equal distance South of the camp, 
only so much ol it being left as is necessary to 
shelter us from the windj that sweep along the 
valley. 

The slakes have been driven to day for the 

corners of a log cabin, which it is proposed to 
build near the road, lo be used as a theater. 

While the scurvy is prevaleut at Fort Laramie, 
it his uot yet made its appearance amoug us.

No mention is made of the number of 
acres embraced iu the purchase, or the price 
paid per acre. 

Ou condition that #50,000 wag subscribed and 
secured by individuals, the State .uthorized its 
organization, and appropriated $6,000 per annum, 
lor an indefinite period, for the permanent sup- 
port of a Board of Instruction. 

The Stale of Marvland has recently received 
into its Treisury $-27.S,Oilfl for interest due on 
advances made to the General Government in 
ihe war of 1812. By previous legislation, the 
fund is pledged to purposes of education. The 
American Farmer, published at Baltimore, ear 
nestly advocates the appropriation of #10'>,00" 
of this fund to the Agricultural College. Should 
that grant be made, the Maryland College will 
probably be opened in about one year with 2<KI 
or 300 students. Enjoying the superior facilities 
of iu location, sustained by enthusiastic and 
public spirited citizens, the pavment of Profes 
sors secured bv a permanent endowment, we can 
not perceive how it can fail of success. 

We are proud to perceive, in numerous notices 
of this and kindred enterprises in other States, 
particularly New York and Pennsylvania, thai 
the example of Michigan, in establishing the 
pioneer insiitution of ihe kind, is regarded with
